Concerning the utility of the Knglisl 


sparrow in this country, a a abject which 
has been earnestly discussed by scicn 
tific men, Professor 0. V. Kiley, chair 
man of the United States Kntomoglog 
ieal Commission, has recently publishcc 
a letter, in which ho expresses his 
views as follows: 


I consider it useless to attempt the 


extermination of the bird. It is now 
established among us, |an<l no meas 
urcs that can bo practically adoptct 
would ever rid us entirely of it, evci 
were such riddance desirable. 
In th 


country the bird will at tiroes become a 
grievous pest here, as it has been in 
Kuropc, and the farmers, for self-pro- 
tection, will ever and anon have to nys 
tonmtically destroy it. 
I would, there 


fore, like to see it take its chances will 
our native birds, a thing which it 
abundatly capable of doing, and corpor 
ations should not, in my judgment 
encourage its undue multiplication b; 
producing shelter and resting place, 
beyond what the bird may rmturnll;
